Pacific Mail Steamer Plunges to the Bottom 
Carrying More Than a Hundred 
People to Their Death. 



Riode Janeiro in a Dense Fog Strikes Hidden 
Rock and in Twenty Minutes 
Goes Down, 



San Francisco, Feb. 22.— The Pacific: 
Mail steamer Rio da Janeiro ran on a 
hidden rock while entering the. Golden 
Gate curly this morning in a dense fog. 
She sank in n few minutes after strik- 
ing. 

It is thou m that nearly 1212 persons 
worn drowc^d but it is impossible to 
ascertain (he exact number, owing to 
the fact t. Purser Johu ftooncy, who 
had the po*>ei<ger list and roster of tlx; 
crew, is among the missing. 

Ton bodies wore recovered— two white 
women, one white man and seven Chi- 
nese. 

The most prominent passengers on the 
steamer wore Itounsuville Wildman, 
United States consul at Hongkong, who 
was accompanied by h is wife and two 
children. It is thought all were 
drowned. 

The ship was in command of Pilot 
Frederick Jordan when she struck. He 
was rescued. Capt. William Ward wont 
down with his vessel. 

As nearly as can bo learned, there 
were 201 people on board the Rio do 
Janeiro, as follows:

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

The Rio Janeiro was three days over- 
due from Hongkong, via Honolulu, when 
she arrived off the Heads last night, and 
the dense fog prevailing at the time in- 
duced Pilot Jordan to bring her to 
anchor until he could sei' his way clear 
through the gateway. She lay to until 
about -LiJO o'clock this morning the at- 
mosphere cleared and she started 
towards Point Bonito. All went well 
until 5:40 o'clock, when she struck. 

Most of the passengers were below nt 
the time, and it is .believed many were 
drowned in their berths. 

C. Carpenter was picked up. The fate 
of Holland is not known, but he is sup- 
posed to have perished. 

A number of Italian fishermen who 
were just starting out this morning saw 
the sinking or the ship, and also ren- 
dered every assistance In their power. 

A PANIC. 
While nil this was going on, t'a'pt. 
Ward was directing the passengers and 
trying to keep them from panic. He 
succeeded only partially, as many of the 
terrified people rushed to the railings 
and jumped overboard. Some of th>?so 
were picked up; others were drowned. 
The Chinese crew, to the number of 
more than 100, was terrorized. Sovne 
of them huddled in little groups, chat- 
tering in fenr. Others crouched close 
to the deck, moaning pitifully. Many 
jumped into the sea. Capt. Ward re- 



mained on deck until the vessel had 
settled to such an extent thut the water 
was engulfing him. Then he went up on 
the bridge, and from there continued to 
issue his directions, although by this 
time the confusion was so great that- 
few paid any attention to his commands. 

SANK QUICKLY. 

That the steamer sank almost imme- 
diately after striking is the report of a 
majority of those rescued. Some of the 
passengers say that she instantly listed 
forward, and that in five minutes she 
wont down, while others declare that 
she stayed afloat for half an hour alter 
she stinck. 

The wreck lies about three fourths ,*f 
a mile south of Fort Point, and ahout 
1,000 yards off the rocky shore. Tho 
smokestack and a portion of tho upper 
works of the ill-fated vessel are visible. 

There are several conflicting stories 
concerning the fate of Capt. Ward. Tho 
steward o p the Rio says that he stood 
beside the captain when the vessel went 
down. Two other survivors say they 
saw tho captai'j to the last, but Freder- 
ick Lindstrom, the quartermaster of tho 
vessel, emphatically declared that Capt. 
Ward emulated Admiral Tryon, of H. 
M. S. Victoria in going down with her 
behind a locked door. 

THE CAPTAIN'S DEATH. 

Quartermaster Oflloer Lindstrom was 
one of the first to hind at Meiggs' wharf 
this morning, and one of the lirst state- 
ments he made was that Capt. Ward 
had gone down with the wrecked ship. 
According to his story. Capt. Ward, 
after consulting with Pilot Jordan, came 
down !Youi the, bridge.. " He was stand- 
ing on tho deck when the vessel crashed 
upon the rocks. There was a cry of 
" Man the boats," but it was apparent 
that in the midst of the awful confusion 
a systematic effort to save the passen- 
gers would be of no avail. Everybody 
was scrambling for his own safety. 

It was at this time that Lindstrom 
says ho saw Capt. AVard standing on 
tho forward deck. Suddenly the cap- 
lain turned, and. •wnlki»g hurriedly -to 
his cabin, disappeared behind tho door, 
which he closed. A second later the 
vessel was plunging to the bottom of the 
sea. 

QUARTERMASTER'S STORY, 
Quartermaster Lindstrom had the 
wheel when the steamer struck, and his 
narrative is interesting. "I was on the 
lookout." he said, " when I heard the 
pilot yell, and the next instant the ship 
struck: instantly all was confusion. 
Many of the passengers hail assembled 
on deck to see the harbor as the ship 
passed, and the women seemed to lose 
control of themselves. They screamed, 
and the men, crew and passengers 
wen- apparently dazed by the sudden- 
ness of the calamity, My attention was 
claimed by the ship, however, and I saw 
at once she was badly punctured. 

"When she struck she was beginning 
to settle by the head, and in a short 
time went down. When I saw all hopo 
of saving the vessel was lost. I turned in 
and aided the officers and crew in sav- 
ing the passengers. 

'■ The Chinese were more panic- 
stricken than the white women. They 
rushed about the deck shouting, and 
some of them jumped "rbor 1 in their 
frenzy.

launched. I saw ..ones filled with 

peopie leave the ship, but what became 
of them i had no means of ascertain- 
ing." 

Capt. Ward had been in the employ 
of tho Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
for many years. He first entered the 
service as a cadet on the steamship 
Tokio. and in 18R8 was assigned to the 
command of the Rio de Janeiro. Later 
he was transferred to tho Peru and then 
to the China, then to the City of IVkin. 
He was placed in charge of the liio do 
Janeiro again, and has been throe years 
and n half on the ship. Capt. Ward 
was .■(.') years old and a native of North 
Carolina'. A sister and two brothers 
are residents of Raleigh. 

Cnpt. Frederick W. Jordan, the pilot 
of the Bi" was rescued by an Italian 
fishing boat. 

One boat got clear of the vessel. This 
contained the following passengers: Mrs. 
West, Mrs. Ripley, Chief Engineer Her- 
lihv. Second Officer Coglan, Frank 
Cramp, J. R. Ritzsell. Storekeeper 
Borgg, Water-tender D. Lane. Quarter- 
master R. Mnthir-r.T!. Cnpt. Hecht of 
the Gorman navy. This boat got clear 
of the sinking vessel and stood by to 
help in picking up those who had not 
got into the boats and were in the water. 
Another boat, containing Third Officer 
Holland and J. K. Carpenter, got awny. 
but was drifted close under the bow of 
the steamer. As the forward end of the 
vessel plunged downward, the prow 
caught the boat nnd cut it in two. The 
two men in the boat were uninjured nnd 
swam away from the sinking steamer 
.iu«t in time to avoid being caught in the 
swirl the water caused by the settling of 
the big ship.

Retirement 



Secretary of War Says Action 
Was Taken on Lord Robert's 
Advice. 



Sir Alfred Milner Confirms Ill- 
Usage of Natives by 
Boers. 



London, Fob. 22— The questions to- 
day in the House of Commo ns wer e of 
little general interest, but Mr. Broder- 
ick, secretary qf state for war, took oc- 
casion to offer an explanation regarding 
the retirement of Maj.-Geu. Colville, for 
which he had been so much criticized. 
Gen. Colville, said Mr. Broderick, had 
been sent home by Lord Roberts for in- 
efficiency in the field. Gen. Colville had 
never been tried, and though his ease 
had been considered on hie return to 
England, and he sad been allowed to re- 
sume his command at Gibraltar, he had 
not been exonerated from blf me. Sub- 
sequently Sir Evelyn Woods, the adju- 
tant-general, had brought the L-lndley 
disaster to Mr. Broderick's notice. Af- 
ter consultation with Lord Roberts, who 
had advised that Gen. Colville should 
not be allowed to retain his command at 
Gibraltar, Mr. Broderick had ordered 
action in accordance with his advice. 

Mr. Broderick added that he under- 
stood the matter would bo brought to 
the attention of the house later, and 
therefore he would defer a fuller state- 
ment. 

Replying to Mr. Redmond (Nation- 
alist), Mr. Broderick admitted that Lord 
Roberts had commended Gen. Colville, 
but subsequently events necessitated his 
removal from the army. 

Replying to Mr. Dillon (Irish Nation- 
alist), Mr. Broderick said he had re 
ceived a telegram from Sir Alfred Mil 
nor, confirming the ill-treatment of na- 
tives by the Boers at Calvinia. Sir Al- 
fred Milner said he had no doubt but 
that the Boers murdered the man named 
Esau, who was (logged and afterwards 
fhot. 

Lord Cranborno, parliamentary secre- 
tary for the foreign office, assured Mr.

Lord Salisbury, in the House of Txirds 
to-day, referring to the anti-Catholic de- 
claration contained in the oath which 
King Edward took at the opening of par- 
liament, said that though he deplored the 
langunge in which t'ae declaration was 
couched, it must be remembered that the 
enactment represented the passions and 
feelings of the period when it was adopt- 
ed. If legislation was undertaken, it 
ought to be started in the Hou-io of 
Commons, and he was not certain but 
that strong feelings might be nroused 
thereby. 



VENEZUELA SITUATION. 

Report That British Steamers Have 
Been Seized. 

Kingston, Ja., Feb. 22. — Advices re- 
ceived' here to-day tram the Island of 
Trinidad reveal a serious situation in 
Venezuela. It transpires that Gen. Aco- 
ta, the rebel leader, has not been captur- 
ed, and though his capture has been re- 
peatedly officially and unofficially an- 
nounced, it is said that he is now being 
assisted by Gen. Hernandez, Gen Ro- 
lando and supporter:: of former Presi- 
dent Andrade. The full extent of the 
rising is not known to the government. 
The whole interior of the country is re- 
ported to be at the mercy of the rebels 
and the ferment is extending to the 
coast towns. Several steamers under 
British charter and flying the British 
Hag have been destroyed or impressed, 
and a. number of vessels trading with 
Trinidad have been burned under orders 
from President Castro. A strong de- 
mand is made for the presence of a 
British warship.

RAILWAYS IX CANADA. 



Nova Scotia is pretty will provided 
■with railways, thanks to the liberality 
Of the federal and provincial govern- 
ments. But the people are not satisfied, 
nud there is a strong demand for a new 
line from Halifax to Yarmouth, runniiiK 
parallel to the south coast of the prov- 
ince. The distance is between 200 and 
300 miles, and the government stands 
ready to give a cash bonus of $4,000 a 
mile and to guarantee the bonds of the 
road to the extent of .?10,000 a mile. 
The country through which the proposed 
line will pass is not what we would call 
very valuable in this part of the Domin- 
ion, and the road will ha.ve to compote 
with water transportation to some ex- 
tent 

It is within the range of possibility 
that tie Intercolonial railway may be 
extended to 'Georgian Bay, and if this 
is done, it will bo a simple matter to 
transfer loaded cars by means of fer- 
ries from the "head of Bake Superior to 
the western terminus of the government 
line. As was pointed out in our de- 
spatches a few days ago, representations 
have been made with the view of in- 
ducing the government to bonus a, line 
across the Continent from Quebec to 
Fort Simpson. Many things can be ad- 
vanced in favor of such a railway, 
which would open a large section of 
country known to be rich in resources. 
"Whether this would form a part of the 
Canadian Northern's proposed line to the 
Coast, we are not now in a position to 
eay. Wo mention the above matters to 
show that the East is still active in the 
field of railway construction. 

In view of what has been set out in 
theso articles, we think a strong ease 
can be made out for the promotion of 
railway construction west of the Rocky 
Mountains. That portion of the Do- 
minion, lying east of the mountains, 
seems pretty well provided for, but at 
the present writing nothing, practically 
speaking, is being done to relieve the 
demand for transportation facilities in 
this province. And yet the Canadian 
railway system cannot be regarded as 
complete in any sense, while this grpnt 
domain remains unprovided fur as at 
present. The lime has passed when we 
ought to remain silent because of the 
iarge expenditure on the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. We have shown thai the 
proper way to regard railway construc- 
tion in Canada is to deal with it from 
a broad standpoint, and not merely as 
it figures out as respects localities. Wo 
have also shown thai i! is unfair tn 
charge British Columbia with tin- cix-'t 
of any part of the transcontinental line, 
except so far as this province is a part 
of the whole Dominion. Bui it is a fact 
that, even if it were Tidit to debit the 
province with all the money expended in 
it by the government for that railway, 
the people have already paid almost 
every dollar of it back again, together 
with every dollar of money expended by 
the federal government in aid of other 
railwnys in the province. Our contri- 
butions to the general revenue have been 
so large in proportion to the expendi- 
tures in this province, that the bala ice 
to our credit nlmost wholly wipes out 
all the outlay made by the government 
of Canada for railways within our bor- 
ders. 

But we have no desire to rest the case 
of British Columbia upon this ground 
alone. We claim that this province ought 
to bo given a comprehensive system of 
railways, because it will be of advan- 
tage, not only to the people who live 
west of the Rockies, but because it will 
be of incalculable advantage' to the 
■whole of Canada. Unless the Pacific 
front of the Dominion is developed to 
keep pace, not only with what is done 
in the East, but so as to put us on a, 
parity with our southern neighbors in 
all things bearing upon the future of 
this part of the world, Canada will not 
take its proper place. We plead for a 
continuation of the policy of railway de- 
velopment by the Dominion. 



PRINCIPLES, NOT MEN. 

The Bevelstoko Herald says it is 
rather a bad commentary on Canadian 
politics that the Liberal party could ap- 
propriate the policy of the Conservatives 
and yet win the approbation of the 
majority of the electors. We do not 

tiiihlf fed. Whatever iniiy be tlit! po 
cnl morality of such an act on tlit part 
of ti'io Liberals, it is more a good sign 
th"Un otherwise that the people of Can- 
ada declare in favor of principles rather 
than of tfien. If it is true that the 
lines followed by the Libfmls are those 
laid down by the Conservatives, the lat- 
ter havo the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have given a direction to the pro- 
gress of the country, even if they have 
r.ot been permitted, through the acci- 
dents of politics, to guide the ship of 
state along the course. To tlioso who 
regaTr 1 . the possession of office and 
patronage by themselves or friends as of 
paramount importance, this may not be 
n very satisfactory condition of things, 
but the majority or the electorate does 
not care. So that the country advances 
along approved lines, the most of the 
voters are not particularly concerned as 
to who draw the salaries or enjoy the 
plums. The Herald itself realizes this, 
for it calls upon the Conservatives tn 
define a new policy, and says that unless 
this is done nud an earnest is given that 
it will be honestly carried out, the party 
cannot hope for success. Undoubtedly 
this is true, but it is also true th.it 
policies are like poets, born, not made. 
The National Policy, which gave the 
Conservatives so long a lease of power, 
was born out of the conditions existing 
between 1873 and 1878. The country 
needed a change, and Sir John Macdon- 
ald was shrewd enough to suggest one 
that proved a ptable. At this parti- 
cular moment there is no general feel- 
ing throughout the country that ;> 
change is called for. As the Herald 
remarks, " it is now the innings of the 
Grits." Tlie whole country is prosper- 
ous. A great deal is being done to en- 
courage progress. We may not always 
like the way in which it is done, and 
perhaps we would like- to have more to 
say about the doing of it, but no man 
can honestly say that the people of Can- 
ada are restless under the Laurier 
regime. Therefore it would be pxceed- 
ingsly injudicious for Mr. Borden at the 
present time to put forward a new 
policy, even if he had one formulated 
Conservatives should remember that 
even in opposition they can render good 
service to the state, and that is, after 
all, what we should strive to do, subor- 
dinating strife for power to a desire to 
promote the public welfare.

This machine 1h quite a new invention 
but Is already In practical use at Franklin 
N.J.. In the treatment of the ore known 
as frankllnlte. Amongst other substances 
that may be dealt with by it are magne- 
tite, hematite, chromlte and llmenlte 
amongst the oxides, while pyrrhotite, arse- 
nopyrite and chalcopyrlte amongst tin? sul- 
phides, may be oeparated from ordinary 
iron pyrites, as the latter do not respond 
to the magnet at all. Tourmaline, garnet 
and serpentlnous minerals for the most 
part are sensitive, but perhaps the most 
valuable commercial result yet achieved is 
the separation of zinc blends and galena. 
They generally are found together, but 
must be got apart if they are to be of any 
value; this, as zinc is easily attracted by 
t lie magnet and galena Is not, is accomplish- 
ed by the machine without trouble, and 
ores which could not by any other method 
be profitably worked, can now be turned to 
good account.

Messrs. A. W. Smith and R. T. 
G r een [VI. P. P.'s Speak of 
Their Districts. 



A. W. Smith, M.P.P. for Lillooct, whose; 
well known face has been seen In every 
legislature for the past score of years, wa-i 
again at his post on Thursday afternoon 
though his name was omitted from the 
Colonist's report. Yesterday a Colonist 
representative had a few minutes talk 
with Mr. Smith, In the course of which he 
expressed his satisfaction with the progress 
being made and the prospects In his cou 



These have each a nominal capacity of 100 
tons a day, hut as the present output of 'he 
Slocau lead mines Is 000 tons a day, yon 
will easily understand that these two 
stacks are far too small to treat more than 
a fifth of the ore. As n consequence, there 
are now standing on a siding at the Hall 
mines 50 cars of ore for which there Is no 
room to unload, and I am told that there Is 
about the same thing at Trail. 

"We must have more smelters. At pre- 
sent we are at the mercy of the American 
Smelter Trust, but enterprise on the part 
of our own capitalists would soon free us 
from that. The proposed 3uO ton smelter 
at Kaslo can now be accepted as an assur- 
ed fact nnd It will give great relief. l!ut 
there Is room In the Slocan for other 
smelters. Lead ores must have sillclou.- 
lluxes nnd the Increase In the number of 
smelters would necessarily encourage th • 
mining of dry ores, which would benefit 
the whole community. 

"Prospects In Slocan were never better. 
There Is a feeling of confidence In the air

and they realized fair prices for their pro 
ducts. 

The mining Industry Is In a decidedly 
satisfactory condition. A great deal of 
prospecting Is being done and new and rich 
finds are constantly reported In various 
parts of the district. 

The company operating the Lome and 
Woodchuck groups In Cadwalleder creek, a 
branch of the Bridge river, Is putting lr. 
a five-stamp mill for the purpose of still 
further proving the properties. Last season 
the ore was crushed with an arastra, and 
gave splendid results, at least $8,000 In gold 
being recovered by this primitive method. 
These properties are bonded for $250,000, 
a good sum In cash having been paid down, 
and the manager, Mr. Leslle-Hlll, Is deter- 
mined to exploit the property as thoroughly 
as possible. The difficulty of getting heavy 
machinery Is a great drawback to the 
Bridge river country, but the people feel 
that the government is doing Its utmost to 
provide roads, and hope to have better 
communication shortly. 

The Ben d'Or is progressing favorably, 
but better roads are needed. A company 
Is putting In a hydraulic plant on Bridge 
river, and nnother, a New York concern, 
hii (lone a lot of ditching and sluicing 
near Lillooct, preparatory to Installing a 
large hydraulic plant. This company holds 
14 or 15 leases and will begin active work 
next month. 

The Toronto-Llllooet Gold Reefs Co., Cay- 
use creek, is putting In a 50-ton per day 
crushing mill. The first machine installed 
proved too weak, as the quartz is very hard 
but the Union Iron Works, of San Fran- 
cisco, are replacing It with an Improved 
and stronger mill. This company has spent 
about $100,000 on development and Is con- 
fident of the value of its property. 

On McGIlllvrny creek, Anderson lake, 
the 10-stamp mill which was working suc- 
cessfully up to January will be started 
again shortly. The company made a good 
clean-up In January, 

Altogether, Mr. Smith said, the miners, 
merchants and farmers of Llllooet have 
reason to feel satisfied with the existing 
conditions, and look with confidence to the 
future, which seems to augur Increased 
prosperity. 

TIIE SLOCAN DISTRICT. 

"The Slocan mines are looking fine," said 
Mr. Robert F. Green, M.P.P., for Slocan, 
In answer to a question by a Colonist re- 
■ porter. "The one thing lacking to make 
their success complete Is smelter accom- 
modation. There are only two smelters, of 
limited capacity, in the district— one at 
Trail and one at the Hall mine, Nelson. 



The building of the C. P. R- brancn from 
Lardeau to Arrowhead, Is regarded as an 
Important step In the progress of the dis- 
trict, and Its construction Is said to be 
assured. The company has let contracts for 
ties and for a wharf at Lardeau, and have 
02 carloads of steel rails en route from the 
East. I never felt greater confidence In 
the future of Slocan than I do at the pre- 
sent moment; I consider It secure beyond 
n doubt."

There Is u fair 
demand for dry goods, hardware itr.d metal. 
| paints and oils. Green hides are a quarter 
lower. Live hogs have been advanced a 
quarter cent. Yellow sugars are 10c. to 
15c. per hundredweight lower. Country re- 
mittances are fairly satisfactory for this 
season. 

"Finer weather has improved business 
conditions at the Coast, and there has been 
a revival of activity In the b.llldlll" trades. 
The scarcity of logs Is affecting the lum- 
ber trade and causing some depression and 
large orders have been frequently received. 
Scarcity of freight cars Is also effecting 
the lumber trade considerably. Trade at 
Ottawa Is active for this season. Retail- 
ers report Increased sales. Jobbers are 
getting some nice orders for the spring, 
and consequently the outlook Is encourag- 
ing. Quebec City Is noteil In trade, partic- 
ularly orovlslons, which Is usual at this 
season. Retail business, owing to the line 
weather. Is good. Country remittances 
are reported satisfactory. 

"The outlook for the spring Indicates a 
satisfactory trade. Shoe manufacturers are 
holding their own. During the week ar- 
rangements have come about for the estab- 
lishment of a clearing house for the banks 
doing business In the city. A feature which 
will prove a benellt to monetary Institutions 
on facilitating their dally exchanges. The 
clearing house will be open for business 
about the Mrst day of May next.

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Mr. ,T. It. Anderson, deputy minister 
of agriculture, returned on Monday 
from ntteuding the nnnuul convention 
of the Northwest Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation in Portland, a.nd visiting the ag- 
ricultural colleges in the states adjoin- 
ing British Columbia, and makes a most 
satisfactory report of his reception and 
the work done. 

The meeting of the Northwest Fruit 
Growers' Association occupied Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, the 5th, 6th 
and 7th of February, there being three 
sessions, viz., morning, afternoon and 
evening, on the first two days, and morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions on the last 
day. Tiie large room of the A. O. TJ. \V. 
hall, corner of Second nnd Taylor 
streets, where the convention was held, 
was filled at all the sessions with dele- 
gates from Oregon. Washington, Idaho 
and British Columbia, representatives 
of die various railroad companies, fihi]>- 
ping linns and commission men, and Mr. 
II. E. Van Deman, United States peno- 
logist, all of whom took a lively inter- 
est in the proceedings. Thursday, ses- 
sions were devoted to routine work, re- 
ports of committees, papers on various 
matters relating to horticulture find dis- 
cussions; the evening sessions were var- 
ied by addresses, instrumental music, 
furnished by local talent, and by vocal 
music by Mrs. Walter Reitl and Miss 
Gamble. The business transacted em- 
braced every phase of horticulture, the 
production of fruit, varieties, markets, 
transportation, packing, packages, hor- 
ticultural inspection, birds and other 
matters. 

The opening session, Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 5. was chiefly of a formal charac- 
ter. President Blaloek. Vice-Presidents 
1| K. L. Smith, F. L. Wheeler and L. A. 
Porter. ,T. R. Anderson, of Victoria, and 
Prof. Miliken, of Idaho, made short re-

ferent portions of the Northwest. II. 
E. Van Demnn spoke briefly on the sub- 
ject of the Pan-American Exposition. A 
committee was appointed to draft a me- 
morial on the subject addressed to the 
legislatures of the States included in the 
Association. At the opening of the af- 
ternoon session, the committee reported 
the following memorlaJ, which was un- 
animously adopted: 

"Your memorialists, the Northwest 
Fruit Growers' Association, composed 
of representative fruit growers of tin* 
Stat"s of Oregon, Washington. Idaho, 
Montana nnd the Province of British 
Columbia, in convention assembled, nt 
the City of Portland, Or., do hereby 
earnestly but respectfully petition our 
respective legislatures to 'make adequate 
appropriation for the represontatior; of 
the products of the territory embraced 
in this association at: the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo. N.Y." 

It is impossible to give all the address- 
es which were made, but the following 
remarks are worthy of consideration: 

II. E. Van Demon said, regarding ap- 
ples, that we cannot generalize upon the 
matter of varieties, but there are a num- 
ber of national importance. The Ben 
Davis is one of these, nnd is to-day the 
business apple of America. If ho "wore 
living in the Northwest, however, he 
did not know whether he would plant 
any Ben Davis .trees, but ho would 
plant Home Beauty, and probably Jon- 
athan; perhaps also Grimes' Golden, an 
apple of the highest quality, the only 
objection to which is that it is not red. 
The Gano is a variety worth testing. 
Its origin is not really known, although 
the tree is known from which the vari- 
ety has been propagnted. It is substan- 
tially a Ben Da,vis of deeper color, and 
possibly better quality. The Black Ben 
Davis and the Gano are identical, or so 
similar that it is not worth while to 
pay more for a tree of one variety than 
for one of the other. Ho would plant 
apple trees .i:', to 40 feet n.nart, but 
would put in tillers between them of var- 
ieties which enme into bearing very ear- 
ly, such as Wagoner. The only objec- 
tion to this method is that the average 
orchardist will not cut out the fillers 
soon enough. 

Mr. Van Demnn referred nlso to the 
wonderful success which Mr. Ttolanrl 
Morrill, of Michigan, has made in rais- 
ing and selling poaches. Mr. Morrill 
now does not allow peaches to grow on 
the trees closer together than ten inch- 
es. Mr. Hale hti«s increased his_ dis- 
tance for ponchos up to eight incites 
apart. In this country there is great 
need of thinning out the trees in the 
orchards. 

The Ben Davis then received atten- 



tion from a number of growers, and Mr. 
E. Li. Smith said that in selling Ben 
Davis apples the growers are not giv- 
ing the public a fair deal. Mr. L. A. 
Porter said he had shipped R5.000 boxes 
of apples this year, but he could not sell 
Ben Davis as long as he had any other 
varieties for sale. 

The box question is one that has giv- 
en the fruit growers of the neighboring 
states as much trouble and vexation as 
it has given those of this province. 

Mr. Anderson brought up the question 
for discussion, pointing out the expedi- 
ency of a uniform-sized package being 
adopted for apples. The box recom- 
mended by the board of horticulture of 
this province was of the following di- 
mensions, viz.: 10x11x20'/.. inches inside 
measurement, having a cubic capacity 
of 2,255 inches. The board was. how- 
ever, not wedded to their recommenda- 
tion, and in any case the shape of this 
box was not soil able for the upcountry 
growers. A long discussion ensued, and 
a committee was eventually appointed, 
who brought in the following report, and 
which was adopted, viz.: 

"Mr. President: Your committee to 
whom was referred the matter of uni- 
form spple packages respectfully re- 
eomaioi. ' that the apple boxes of this n.s- 
sociutwj shall bo of the following di- 
mensiorui, inside measurements, viz.: 13 
inches length, 11% inches width, 10% 
inches deep, containing 2.1715 cubic inch- 
es, and to be known as 'Standard.' Wo 
further recommend the following size, to 
be known as 'special': Length 20 inch- 
es, width 11 inches, depth 10 inches, and 
that the ends of said boxes be % of a.n 
inch in thickness. We also further re- 
commend that all former actions of this 
association relative to apple boxes be re- 
pealed. The above is most respectfully 
submitted." 

The measurements are on the inside, 
and it will therefore bo seen that the 
special box having a cubic capacity of 
2,220 inches, is nearly the same as that 
recommended by the board of horticul- 
ture. 

The following are somo of the matters 
of interest touched upon- 

A communication was received from 
the Idaho State Hosticultural Society, 
asking for the appointment of a joint I 
committee for the discussion of the fruit 
conditions in the Northwest, including | 
methods of marketing and how to main- 
tain prices. The matter was referred to 
a committee consisting of the vice-presi- 
dents, representing Oregon. Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Montana and British Co- 
lumbia. 

At the evening session. Mayor Bowe, 
of the city of Portland, delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome, to which President j 
Bfctloek, the several vice-presidents, j 
and Mr. J. It. Anderson, deputy minister I 
of agriculture for the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, made fitting responses. 
Very choice music was provided. The 
principal feature of the meeting was a 
paper by Dr. J. R. Cardwell, on the sub- 
ject, "Experience, a Dear School." 

'Die matter of selecting the place for 
the next meeting then came up. There 
was a lively competition for the honor 
and the matter had to be settled by bal- 
lot. Walla Walla won by a clear ma- 
jority. 

Officers were elected for the ensuing 
year as follows: President, Dr. N. G. 
Blaloek. of Walla Walla, Wash.; vice- 
presidents, for Oregon, E. L. Smith of 
Hood River, for Washington, Frank L. 
Wheeler of North Yakima, for Idaho, 
L. A. Porter of Lowiston, for Montana. 
S. M. Smery of Bozeman, for British 
Columbia,, J. It. Anderson of Victoria; 
secretary, O. F. Vandewater, of Walla 
Walla, Wash.: treasurer, W. S. Offner, 
of Walla Walla, Wash. 

At the last evening session. Prof. 
(!a.rdley read a paper on "Horticultural 
Inspection." He traced the history of 
the San Jose scale and of the state legis- 
lation against insect pests and pin >t dis- 
eases, which followed as a result of the 
ravages of this scale. While these laws 
have not eradicated or wholly prevent- 
ed the spread of such pests, they have 
proved of much value, anil horticultural 
inspection is becoming increasingly use- 
ful. 

Mr. Anderson said there was very lit- 
tle difference between the climatic condi- 
tions of Oregon and British Columbia. 
By a rigid enforcement of their laws for 
the inspection of fruits and fruit trees, 
they have been so fortunate as to so far 
prevent th,. introduction in that prov- 
Inco of the two most dreaded pests, the 
San Jose scale and the codling moth. 
They enforced their laws agijust Can- 
adian fruit with exactly th" same rigor 
as against those from the United States. 

The meeting concluded with an ad- 
dress by Prof. E. B. Lake, upon his ob- 
servations on orchards and the fruit

business in France, illustrated by views 
taken by him while in that country. The 
address was listened to with much in- 
ttsrest by the large audience. 

As on the previous evening;, the audi- 
ence was entertained by very fine music, 
which reflected credit upon Secretary 
Dosch's musical taste, as the matter of 
providing r<usic was left wholly to him. 

-Mr. Anderson cannot sufficiently ex- 
press his appreciation to Dr. Blaloek, 
the re-elected president for the seventh 
time, Mr. II. 10. Dosch ,tho retiring se- 
cretary, and all others with whom he 
came in contact at the meeting, for the 
courteousuess and attention shown him 
during his sojourn in Portland. 

Mr. Dosch, who is secretary for the 
board of horticulture, has 11 good otlice 
on Washington street, where a line per- 
manent exhibition of fruits, grains, 
grasses and other products is kept, af- 
fording a good object lesson to intending 
settlers, l ie lias also stuffed specimens 
of useful and other birds, and specimens 
of woods and minerals. 

After the adjournment of the North- 
west Fruit Growers' convention, Mr. 
Anderson visited the agricultural col- 
leges at Pullman, Wash.; Moscow, 
Idaho; and Corvallis, Oregon, in order 
to carry out some recommendations of 
the Central Farmers' Institute, and to 
study the methods and course of studies 
pursued. With aJl these establishments. 
Mr. Anderson made arrangements for 
such of the professors as could be spar- 
ed to visit the province and give address- 
es jind lectures at Farmers' Institute 
meetings, and in exchange to recipro- 
cate, if required. Arrangements were 
also entered upon by which a sufficient 
number of the publications issued by the 
college as may be suited to British Co- 
lumbia wants, can bo obtained 
price. 

In the matter of students from this 
province, the Washington c&li.^e Pull, 
man, makes a charge of $10 a term 
there being two terms in the year of 
eighteen and a, half weeks each.

duced. The land belonging to the sta- 
lion is quite extensive, and farming 
operations are therefore carried on 111 a 
practical manner. Prof. 10'. A. Bryan is 
the director, and lie is ably assisted by 
a large and efficient staff, amongst 
whom are Professors Spillmnn and 
Piper, both of whom are well-known 111 
this province. Prof. Spillman was ex- 
ceedingly kind In showing -Air. Ander- 
son everything of interest connected 
with the college and farm. The attend- 
ance is aboat 450'of both sexes, the 
young men predominating. 

At the Idaho State University and 
Agricultural College, Moscow, students 
from this province will be accepted, free, 
th<' other charges being about the same 
as at Pullman. Tho college consists of 
a single largo and handsome structure, 
standing on well-kept grounds, and is 
about a mile from the centre of the 
town on rising ground. It is anticipated 
that a sutllciont appropriation will bo 
made this year to provide additional and 
necessary buildings. The land belong- 
ing to the station is limited, but RUlll- 
eient nevertheless lo Cliatlle practical 
fanning to be carried on. Prof. French 
kindly took Mr. Anderson over the 
grounds and showed him some line stock, 
amongst which were some line specimens 
of the milking strain of Shorthorns. 
Some of these animals are to be sent to 
Japan. The president and director is 
I Prof. James A. McLean, and he has a 
large and efficient stall' of assistants. 
The country in the vicinity is of the 
same character as that at Pullman. 

At the Oregon State Agricultural Col- 
lege, Corvallis, students will also be ac- 
cepted free; board and lodging costs 
$112 per month in town ami $10 per 
month nt the college. Uniforms which 
tffe male students wear cost $10; this 
last item, however, can scarcely lie 
classed as an extra expense, inasmuch 
as other clothes are not required. Cor- 
vallis is about K)0 miles from Portland, 
and is reached by the Southern Pacific 
railroad. The college buildings stand 
on an eminence about three-quarters of 
a mile from the centre of the town. Tha 
president and director is I'rof. Thomas 
M. Gutch, and the vice-president Dr. 
James Withycombe, the 1 itter being 
well known amongst some of our people, 
ho having; lectured at some institute 
meetings in the province. There are be- 
sides a large staff of instructors, 
amongst whom is B. C. Hayward, assist- 
ant professor of mechanical and electri- 
cal engineering, a son of Mayor Bay- 
ward of Victoria, and who seems to bo 
quite a favorite amongst his coadjutors. 
The lands belonging to this college are 
extensive, and farming operations are 
carried on extensively. Dr. Withycombe, 
In spite of the serious illness of his 
wife, was very attentive in showing Mr. 
Anderson over the farm and grounds, 
all of which he found greatly improved 
since his last visit, six years ago. But 
two of tin- instructors, however, who 
wore at the college nt that time are 
there now, viz., Margaret C. Snell, AI. 
D., professor of household science and 
hygiene, and George Coote, professor of 
floriculture and gardening. After chapel 
Mr. Anderson was asked to address the 
students, wdio number between 400 and 
500, about one-third of whom are girls. 
He therefore gave a short, address, 
which was well received. The country 
hereabouts reminds one of that in the 
vicinity or Victoria— a good deal of open 
land, interspersed with belts of oak and 
fir trees. The orchards are some of the 
oldest in the state, but owing to lack of 
drainage and care, many of the trees aro 
covered with moss, which hangs in long 
festoons from the branches. This re- 
mark does not, however, "by any means 
apply to all. 
The courses of studies are about alike 



at all the colleges, and embrace all the 
sciences, trades and occupations, besides 
practical instruction in farming, chemis- 
try, engineering, civil engineering; bot- 
any, horticulture, military drill,' iron- 
work, woodwork, assaying, household 
economy, sewing, etc. 

Mr. Anderson expresses his great ad- 
miration for tho enlightened policy of 
the railroad companies operating iu tho 
".'.'.j "tiling states, notably that of thti 
Oregon Railroad & Navigation Com- 
pany. This company has ti department 
whose duties are altogether devoted to 
tho exploiting of the agricultural re- 
sources of the states alluded to. Col. 
Judson, under whose superintendence 
the experiments are carried on, is a most 
enthusiastic and intelligent man, aud is 
ready at all times to give all facilities 
aud information to anyone interested. 
A large experimental station is main- 
tained by the company at Walla Walla, 
to which Mr. Anderson was invited to 
go 011 his arrival iu Portland, but which, 
on account of fatigue, he had to decline. 
The company not only transports 1 



turers ffeo of charge — and this remark 
applies to nil the transportation com- 
panies— but it actually engages lecturers 
on its own account to address farmers' 
institutes. Col. Judson extracted a 
promise, which was given conditionally 
by Mr. Anderson, that he should come 
over in May, when tho secretary of 
Agriculture of thu United States will 
visit the experimental station and muke 
a thorough inspection of the methods. 
An exchange of seed grain was arranged 
with Col. Judson; he has a good display 
of grain and photos of experiments con- 
ducted. " My thanks," says Mr. Ander- 
son, '• are due to Col. Judson and all the 
other railway officials in Portland, for 
courtesies extended." 

Dr. Withycombe, of Corvallis, has 
promised to send Mr. Anderson a quan- 
tity of the seed of Dwarf Essex Rope 
which he raised on the farm and there- 
fore guarantees as good. This will be 
distributed, when it arrives, to anyone 
applying for it. It is the crop par ex- 
cellence of all others as a soiling crop, 
and is unsurpassed for feeding sheep. 

As to the production of grapes, Rev. 
(). W. Taylor, of The Dalles, informed 
Mr. Anderson that he sold 100 tons Off 
25 acres, realizing $7,000 gross. The 
varieties he cultivates comprise Mus- 
catels, Black Hamburgh, Rose of Peru, 
Tokay, and all the well-known Califor- 
nia and other varieties. The average 
temperature in winter is 20 degrees, and 
tin; coldest is -1 below zero. Why can- 
not some of our people emulate his 
example'.' Many parts of the province 
aro equally well adapted for grape grow- 
ing. Mr. Taylor will be pleased to 
supply cuttings to anyone desiring them.
